Attached is the Florida Parliament KSB distribution report for the four weeks ending 10/11/97. 
Please note that this is the final distribution report relating to this expansion. The source for this 
...report is the’^TAFlS'^iie Leyei Database. ‘Note that share information on these reports reflect 
distribution from wholesale to retail, as opposed to actual retail takeaway. Key findings for the 
four week period ending 10/11/97 are summarized below. 

' After the declines leveled off in the last period, slight distribution gains, as measured by STARS, 
were seen for Parliament KSB in AOC in Florida (defined by the percent of clean stores 
receiving the packing during this period) during this four week period. Overall STARS 
distribution of KSB is slightly higher {+ 5.5) than during the pre-expansion 4-weGk period in 
C'Stores. This is true of all markets except Miami. 


• Distribution of Parliament KSB in AOC in Florida rose 2.1 points in this 4-week period, driven 
by C-store gains (+ 2.9 points). KSB distribution continued to remain highest in this trade 
class at 29.8%, slightly above its pre-expansion level of 24.3%. Distribution in supermarkets 
remained unchanged at 7.3% during this four week period, below its pre-expansion level of 
13.6%. To date, a total of 8,896 STARS outlets (not just clean stores) in these five markets 
have received KSB at least once since the introduction, with the penetration rate remaining 
relatively stable at one-third (35.0%) of all outlets. The penetration rate continued to remain 
highest in C-stores at 53.9%. 


• During this 4-week period, the packing was received by a total of 2,145 “clean” stores in 
Florida, the majority of which were reorders. That is. 76% of the stores that received KSB 
during this 4-week-pertnri had,aiso-efdefed-KSB-lnJhe prior 4-week period. In additi^, the 
number of “new” stores (stores that did not get the product in the prior four weeks) receiving 
KSB increased (+ 53^ 


• Small distribution gains, as measured by STARS, were seen in all three of the key markets: 
Miami {+ 3.6 to 66.9%), Tampa (+ 3.4 to 28.8%), and Orlando (+ 3.0 to 36.9%). Despite these 
gains, Orlando remains the only market that has achieved or surpassed its distribution goal. 
The percent of stores receiving KSB continued to remain relatively stable from the prior four 
week period in Jacksonville and Pensacola. As expected, distribution remained highest in 
Miami (66.9%) and lowest in Pensacola (0.4%). Note, however, that Miami is the only market 
in which STARS distribution for KSB is below its pre-expansion level. ’ 


• Similar to the prior four periods, the majority of stores receiving the packing have industry 
volume of 151-300 CPW (36.9%) and 76-150 CPW (25.8%). However, slight declines were 
noted in both of these CPW breaks, while slight improvements were primarily seen in the 
lower volume (< 75 CPW) outlets. 2071177352 


• While slight increases in distribution were reported, KSB share, as measured by STARS, 
remained unchanged at .25% in total Florida during this four week period. STARS shares 
were also relatively stable by market and have continued to remain significantly higher in 
Miami (.94%) than in the other four markets. Orlando was next at .28% and Tampa third at 
.14%.
